Carlos Quiroga was recontacted on February 12, 
1970. He recalled the interview conducted in Hover, bor, 19C3, 
aftor the assassination of President Kennedy, when he roquosted 
that it ba kept confidential bocause his parents wore then in 
Cuba. Ho advised that his parents do longer reside in Cuba 
and stated that he no longer desired that the information which 
ha previously furnished bo maintained on a confidential basis. 
Ho said ho no longer desired that his identity be kept 
confidential. Mr. Quiroga advised he has no objection to his 
identity or the information h® furnished being disclosed to 
anyone.
